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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



5. Claims 29 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the original disclosure 
for "a fresh, unrefrigerated state" (claim 29) or for the limitations of claim 32. The spec. 
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paragraph [0027] does not fully support the language of claim 32. Conrectlons are 
required. 

6. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claims 8 and 26 are indefinite in failing to recite proper 
Markush language, which can be corrected by changing "a group including" (claim 8, 
lines 5-6) to "the group consisting of and by changing "a" (2d occurrence in claim 26, 
line 3) to "the". Correction is required without new matter. 

7. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following infomialities: In line 4, "thereof 
should be added after "derivative". In lines 5 and 7, a comma should be added as 
follows: before "selected" (line 5) and after "thereof (line 7). In line 6, "or combinations" 
should be changed to ",combinations thereof. Appropriate correction is required. 

8. Claims 8, 9, 14, 15, 22-25 and 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated by Plank et al (PG Pub no.2004/0180129, cols. 1,4-7, 10, 13). 
Plank et al discloses reducing acrylamide levels in a food product by immersing a 
heated food product as claimed by applicant (claim 14) in a composition including alpha, 
beta and/or gamma cyclodextrin in amounts as claimed by applicant (claims 23-25) and 
a carrier, e.g. water or starch, to coat the food product, and then cooking the food 
product above 100C. 

9. Claims 10, 26 and 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Plank et al. Spraying (claims 10 and 26) is a viable and well known 
alternative to immersing in order to coat a food product. Also, it would have been 
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obvious to refrigerate or freeze (claims 30 and 31 ) the coated food product in Plank et a! 
in order to store it for subsequent consumption. Providing a food product with 
Instructions for combining individual ingredients thereof prior to cooking the food product 
(claim 32) is conventional in the art. 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zyzak et al (page 4) shows treating food products with 
cyclodextrins to reduce acrylamide levels therein. Plank et al (7,105,195, col. 4) shows 
incorporating up to 75% by weight cyclodextrins into food products. 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-10, 14, 15 and 22-32 submitted 
June 29, 2006 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of 
rejection.
